Dahlman admits that he did 
shoot a Texan 
named Bree, and 
supposing he had killed him, left 
hurriedly, but later 
learned that 
Bree had recovered.

4 The immediate cause of my leav­ 
ing Texas was this: An older sister 
married a man named Charley Bree, 
a shiftless sort of a fellow, nothing 
more or legs than an outlaw, They 
lived together 
for two years and 
some time after 
their child was

tired of married life and his innate

“ I was a fiery, quick
